conditions in the camp. The letter ef­ 
fectively answ ers the fake stories em a­ 
nating from some sources regarding 
hardships and poor food endured by 
the boys on the border. It was written 
to tho 
soldier’s 
parents 
and 
can 
be relied upon as telling the facts as 
they exist. 
The w riter is a private in 
th** ranks, having refused preferm ent 
offered, and he fares just as do all the 
other enlisted men. 
He writes as follows. 
Laredo, Texas, July 13, 1916—This 
has been one busy wreek for us all, 
getting in a final straightening up in 
our camp. 
They have heen mighty 
easy on us in the way of work and 
drill, only working u.-» about four hours 
in the morning. 
We have the whole 
afternoon to ourselves. Of course, we 
have to stick around ‘he camp here, 
but no other restrictions. 
They will 
start in on a little more work, though, 
as soon as the men get acclim ated: 
however, we have had very little sick 
ness in cam p considering the change. 
W e have all been inoculated wi h two 
different, charges of anti-typhoid se­ 
rum and also- bren 
vaccinated 
for 
smallpox. 
None of them have affect­ 
ed me in the least, which shows th a t 
I am In fine physical condition. 
We 
have a big string 
of 
shower 
baths 
now; burning gas in the kitchens, put­ 
ting electric lights in all the tents, 
and a few' more accommodations. 
Wo 
are having very good food. 
For in­ 
stance, tonight we had beans, boiled 
beef and gravy, stewed tomatoes, can­ 
ned peaches, bread and coffee, and 
you should see me go after it. 
W e have a big bunch of horses com­ 
ing in tomorrow', which 
will 
mean 
more work, but I will enjoy working 
with «he horses. 
We have been hav­ 
ing dandy weather, it is pretty warm 
in the day time, but along about 8:30 
p. rn. it starts turning cool and by 9 
o’clock a blanket feels awful good. We 
have not received our supply of cots 
yet and are still

“Ground limestone will be used as 


commonly as barnyard 
manure 
by 
many Missouri farmers ol the coming 
generation,” says M. F. Miller, of the 
agricultural 
experiment 
station 
of 
tile University of Missouri at Colum­ 
bia. 
The results of the experiments 
on 
the 
university 
soil 
experiment 
fields, according to Mr. Miller, give 
reason for this statement. 
On some 
of the fields absolute clover failures 
have been changed 
to 
clover 
suc­ 
cesses by the application of two tons 
of ground limestone. 
This does not 
mean that lack of lime is the cause 
of all clover failures. 
A soil depleted 
in its supply of humus, with a conse­ 
quent deficiency of 
available 
plant 
food, the removal of the best surface 
scil by washing on some of the rolling 
lands and the lack of an adequate 
drainage on some lands are just as 
certain to cause clover failure. 
Very 
often two or three of these conditions 
exist. 
Where a soil has been reason­ 
ably well cared for, when it is well 
drained and still grows clover poorly, 
lack of lime may be the single cause. 
Very often a lack of humus and a lack 
of lime are jointly 
responsible 
for 
clover failures. 
Both must be added 
if clover is to be entirely satisfactory. 
Where lime is badly needed, however, 
it 
must 
be 
supplied before clover 
stands are sure. 
The farmers of Missouri should in­ 
form themselves regarding the mat­ 
ter of using lime and the need of their 
soils for it. 
We must grow clover. 
Oar soils must be in the right condi­ 
tion to do it. 
Lime is not a cure-all 
for every' soil trouble, however; or 
many soils the use of lime is neees- 
saiy.

CONDUCT FEEDING TRIAL WITH WHFAT 


Been Shown That Pork May Be Pro­ 
duced More Cheaply by Adding 
Small Amount Tankage, 
Says Missourian. 


The Missouri agricultural 
experi­ 


ment station 
has 
obtained informa­ 


tion of value to pork producers, es­ 


pecially in seasons 
when 
the corn 


crop is short, by carrying on expei- 


mental work with other crops grown 


on the farm. 


By conducting feeding trials with 


wheat it has been shown that under 


some conditions wheat may well be 
used for hog feeding instead of corn. 
Results obtained show' that when the 
corn is worth 70 
cents 
or more a 
bushel, wheat may be profitably sub­ 
stituted for corn, 
if 
the 
wheat is 
w orth 90 cents or less. Likewise, if 
corn is worth 
80 
cents 
a bushel, 
wheat is worth $1.03 as hog feed. 
It has been 
further 
shown 
that 
pork may be produced more cheaply 
by adding a small amount of tank­ 
age to a mixture of corn and wheat 
than by feeding these feeds without 
such a supplement. 
For example, the cost of producing 
loo pounds of pork 
with 
corn 
and 
tankage was 60 cents less than w'hen 
corn alone was 
used. 
This 
would 
mean {in additional profit, to the pro­ 
ducer of $100 or more on each car 
load of hogs fed. 
The results of these tests are re­ 
ported in full in bulletin 136, entitled 
“Feeding W heat to Fattening Hogs,” 
published by the Missouri agricultu­ 
ral experiment station.

PREVENT EVAPORATION OF THE WATER 


Mr. Jordan Was 
Formerly 
County 
Agent for Our Farmers, But Again 
Connected With the Col­ 
lege at Columbia. 


Columbia, Mo., July 17.—Samuel M. 


Jordan, of the State Board of Agri­ 


culture, says that the two important 


things in dry w'eather cultivation of 
corn are to prevent 
evaporation 
of 
the w ater in the soil and 
to 
retain 
what may fall as rain. 
To leave a slightly corrugated sur­ 
face is best, since a flat surface of 
dust will get hotter than one with 
slight corrugations similar to the sur­ 
face as it is left following a corrugat­ 
ed roller. 
Since on the flat surface 
the sun’s rays strike more nearly per­ 
pendicular to the surface, hence evap­ 
oration by the wind and heat will 
be less than on a flat surface. 
Again, if the surface of dust is left 
flat and a heavy rain should fall, this 
flat surface will “puddle" more quick­ 
ly than the corrugated surface, hence 
the w ater will begin to run more 
quickly from the flat surface, while 
on the corrugated surface more rain 
gets into the soil, which is very de­ 
sirable in a dry time. 
Again, after the rain has ceased 
tho flat surface will dry more rapidly, 
and crack open worse than will the 
corrugated surface. 
In view of these facts, any tool such 
as a drag, mower, 
or corn 
planter 
wile el, should have some harrow teeth 
so placed as that they will leave the 
surface slightly rough. 
Where shovel 
Tools are used, the plowing should 
not be deep nor very close to the 
corn roots, especially toward time for 
“laying by.” 
It W'ould appear that 
corn 
roots 
finish their growth early, and do not 
grow much after the corn is large 
as can be plowed with a two-horse 
cultivator. Cutting off the roots w'hen 
they have made their full grow'th does 
a damage that cannot be repaired. 
Cultivation should 
be 
frequent 
enough to keep dow'n weeds and to 
prevent the crusting and cracking of 
the surface.

Vollmer was sitting at

W ith­ 
out saying a word the assailant drew’ 
from his pocket a small caliber re­ 
volver and fired.

forward Traylor pressed the smoking 
w'oapon to his own body and pulled 
the trigger again.

"With the excessive heat which we 
arc liable to have in the middle west,

stroke,” says Dr. M. P. 
Ravenel, of 
the department of 
preventive medi­ 
cine at the University of Missouri at 
Columbia. 
Snustroke, according to Dr. Raven­ 
el, occurs in two 
forms. 
The 
first, 
w hich is known as sunstroke or ther­ 
mic fever, comes 
on 
very suddenly. 
Oftentimes 
the 
person 
drops 
and 
death is instantaneous. In the most 
common type the person feels head­ 
ache, dizziness, a sense of oppression, 
sometimes nausea and vomiting, and 
soon becomes unconscious. It Is seen 
in soldiers on the march and in work­ 
men performing heavy physical tasks, 
especially in those who drink beer or 
other alcoholic drinks freely. 
The 
temperature of 
these 
patients runs 
from 107 to 110 F., and occasionally 
goes as high as 112 degrees. 
Sunstroke is extremely fatal, death

CULVERTS FOR COUNTRY ROADS 


Concrete 
Is 
the 
Most 
Desirable 


Material to Use. 


The average country road requires 


many 
culvert 
structures, 
and 
fre­ 


quently the cost for maintaining them 


take a large part of’the available road 


funds, leaving but 
little 
for 
other 


work. 
It is therefore important that 
the culvert be built in such a manner 
as to reduce this maintenance cost as 
much as possible. 
According to a bulletin boing issued 
by the extension division of the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Missouri 
on 
"Country 
Roads,” the construction 
of 
cheap 
perishable culverts is usually expen­ 
sive in the long run. 
Ordinary wood­ 
en culverts are no longer desirable, 
as the life of such culverts is not more 
than three or four years, and while in 
use they are a continual annoyance 
and expense. 
Vitrified clay pipe culverts are sat­ 
isfactory where openings larger than 
12 to 24 inches in diameler are not 
needed, and the cost is comparatively 
small. Such culverts, howeve r, cannot 


safely be used where they 
are 
di­ 
rectly exposed to (he shocks of traf­ 
fic. 
They should be protected by at. 
least two feet of filling and the road­ 
way graded smoothly that a vehicle 
may pass without shock 
over 
the 
culvert. 
Corrugated metal culverts are more 
desirable than vitrified clay pipes, as? 
they resist shocks of traffic better, 
are easier to handle and cost, approxi­ 
mately the same. 
The life of such 
culverts depends upon the ability of 
tile metal to resist rust. 
Pipes made 
of nearly pure iron have given good 
results. 
Concrete is, in most cases, the best. 
material for use in the construction 
of highway culverts. 
When properly 
constructed, these culverts last in­ 
definitely, and are usually lower in 
cost than those made 
from 
othev 
durable materials. 
In the construc­ 
tion of concrete culverts it is essential 
that good materials be 
used. 
The 
concrete should consist of a proper 
mixture of portland 
cemerft, 
sand, 
and broken stone 
or 
gravel. 
The 
quality of tho concrete depends large­ 
ly upon the thoroughness of mixing, 
and should be 
placed 
immediately 
after mixing is done.

VISITS INTERESTING CALIFORNIA PLACES 


With Party of Cam pers, Left O akland 


on July 7 and H a s Covered M a n y 


M ile s A lo n g Stre am s and 


M ountain 
Passes.

Leaving Oakland at 2 o'clock in the 


afternoon of July 7 we **staped the 
m idday heat of the Sacramento val­ 


ley and had a delightful tun of about 


a hundred miles to Sacramento, which 


we reached at 8 o’clock. 


After the hungry were led we went 
twenty-two miles further to Folsom, 


where we spent the night at a hotel. 


An early breakfast enabled us to get 


away in time to run up the valley of 


the South American river to its head. 


In a run of 
seventy-nine 
miles 
we 
climbed more than a mile and camped 
at 2 o’clock at Echo lake amid the 
snows of the Sierras about 7,500 feet 
above the sea. 
This pearl of California 
lakes 
is 
shut in by snow-clad granite pcaks 
which tower a thousand feet a bo va 
the lake. 
The snow drifts were deep 
in the forest a few 
rods 
from 
oui 
camp and the cold wind 
made 
the 
night a chilly one, though I wore an 
overcoat and was well 
wrapped 
in 
heavy blankets. 
The 
rough 
waiei 
made it inexpedient lo use a boat foi 
trolling as we had intended. 
We caught a few 
speckled 
trout 
from the shore, using salmon eggs foi 
bait, bul devoted very little time to 
fishing on the* entire trip. 
Lake Tahoe, the best known of Cal 
Ifornia lakes, is like Echo lake on tis 
eastern side of the Sierras, but it i. 
partly in Nevada 
rho 
western 
ot 
Calum nia side is most accessible ti 
tourists and is traversed by an auti 
road which is safe for careful drivers 
only 
Th is lake is twenty-three miles 
long, twelve or thirteen 
wide 
and 
2,000 feet deep, 
its surface is (>,225 
feet above the sea and a dam at its 
outlet has raised its waters four ni 
five feet above its natural level. 
The 
stored waters are used to irrigate the 
thirsty plains of 
W estern 
Nevada 
that would otherwise remain a desert. 
We passed near, 
without 
visiting, 
Fallen Leaf lake, wnich lies under ih< 
shadow of Mf. Talkie, 9,785 feet high, 
which is the loftiest peak on the Cali­ 
fornia side. 
In rounding Emerald bai 
we see at our let! Cascade lake, which 
is smaller than Echo lake. 
There is 
much more snow on the mountain4 
around Tahoe than 
we 
saw 
twc 
weeks earlier last summer, anti the 
streams were fuller, showing a great 
cr snowfall on-the Sierras last winter. 
We did not at this time visit beauti 
ful Donner lake, which is 5,929 feet 
above the sea and which is in sight

buries 
the 
Hessian fly and makes 


from five to fifteen 
bushels 
more 
wheat per acre than September plow­ 
ing. 
It is often advisable to disk the 
wheat stubble ground and then plow 
three or four weeks laior. 
The disk­ 
ing w ill mash, destroy 
and 
expose 


many of tile flies 
in 
the 
flaxseed 


stage. 
It w ill also conserve moisture 
and make plow ing much easier. 


Cultivating 
the 
plowed 
ground 
through the summer, especially after 


rains, keeps down 
volunteer 
wheat 


and kills and starves the fly. 
It also 
conserves moisture and makes a bet­ 
ter seed bed for wheat. 
The fly feeds 
almost entirely upon wheat, but it may 
be found upon r\e and bailey. 


W heat sow’n on or loon after the 
fly-free date is practically free from 


Hessian fly injury during the fall and 
winter. 
Careful observations and ex­ 
periments have shown that the fly-free 


dates are generally as early as the 


wheat 
should 
be 
sow’n to secure a 


maximum \ield regardless of the fly. 


For the northern third of Missouri 
the safe sowing date is about October 
I. central third October 8 and south­ 
ern third October 16. 
Tile college of 
agriculture w ill on request furnish in­ 
formation on the fly-free date for each 
county of the state. 
E v e ry wheat grower should try to} 
put into practice the above measures. 


A united fight against the fly cannot 
be emphasized too strongly, because 
cue tanner that fails to destroy volun 
leer wheat or that sows his wheat toe 
early may breed enough flies to dam 
: ;e his neighbors’ wheat crops badly 
the following spring. 
M any of the best 
and 
most 
suc­ 
cessful wheat growers of the stat* 
have found these measures practica 
:.nd effective in the control of the fly 


and they have also greatly increased 
heir yields at the same time.

Sum m er pruning should bo as regu­ 
larly performed 
as winter pruning. 
After the shape of the tree has been 
obtained through w inter pruning, the 
filling out of the branches and the 
trunk should be accomplished by sum­ 
mer pruning. 
This is especially true 
during the fourth and fifth years after 
planting. 
As a rule, most fruit grow­ 
ers prune their young trees too heav­ 
ily during these years. 
Growth be­ 
comes excessive, especially in length, 
and the branches do not become prop­ 
erly braced at the crotches of the 
tree. 
If summer pruning is done be­ 
tween tho middle and the latter part 
of June, when the growth in length 
has reached from 12 to 15 inches, by 
cutting off the term inal buds, it will 
invariably check the growth in length 
and increase the thickness of the 
trunk and branches. 
Further, it tends 
to produce fruit spurs by checking the 
flow of the sap. 
Summer pruning may also be prac­ 
ticed on older or bearing trees in con­ 
nection with the thinning of the fruit. 
In this case there is very little occa­ 
sion for cutting and pinching off the 
terminal shoots, as older trees make 
little or no wood growth. 
Cutting out 
a number of fruit spurs will giv© a 
larger food supply for the remaining 
ones, and the size of the fruit borne 
is greatly increased.

EASY TO GROW STRAWBERRY 


Quite 
Another Thing to Sell Crop 


Profitably—-Must Be Carefully 


Packed in Boxes. 


It Is an easy m atter to grow a crop 
of 
strawberries, 
but 
quite another 
thing to sell them profitably. 
Straw ­ 
berries, to sell well, must be packed 
carefully In boxes and placed on the 
m arket soon thereafter. 
Few towns 
are well equipped with strawberries 
during the strawberry season. 
Any 
individual who w ill plant one to five 
acres w ill find a ready market for 
all his product at home. 
For home 
m arket strawberries should be very 
nearly 
ripe 
when 
picked; 
but for 
shipping they should 
be picked a 
little greener. 
It is an easy matter to 
pick a small arca, but when several 
acres have to be picked over every 
day it is not easy. 
Shortage of help 
is the main trouble. 
When picking 
for shipping a field should be picked 
cy erv clay if possible, but for home 
market, to pick over tho same ground 
every other day Is often enough. 
It 
is well to see that tho boxes are well 


filled. 


The usual bee-tree 
party 
simply 
robs the tree late in the fall and leaves 
a helpless but useful swarm to starve 
to death. 
It is much better to have 
Hie “ bee-cutting” much earlier in the 
season, when the swarm m ay be trans­ 
ferred to a good hive, moved home, 
and allowed to store enough honey to 
keep itself through the winter. 
If 
there is not a favorable fall for honey 
gathering, it may be necessary to 
feed this swarm through 
the first 
winter, but a good 
swarm 
is 
well 


worth it. 
Students at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture were recently shown how- 
to do this. 
They were equipped with 
an ax, a saw, a few’ bee-veils, a good 
hive, and a 
basket 
of 
tools. 
The 
basket contained a few feathers, a 
buggy-spring hive tool, a putty knife, 
two butcher knives, a few slender 
wood splints, and a smoker. 
After the tree was cut 
the 
boys 
sawed into the trunk just below the 


knot-hole used by the bees as an en­ 


trance and made another cut about 
eight feet above the first one and a 
third cut about 
half 
w ay 
between 
these two. 
The bees were then trans­ 
ferred to the hive and the hive moved 
to its permanent location in accord­ 
ance with directions found in Experi­ 
ment Station Bulletin 
138, 
entitled 
Farm
